So we were to lose but five hours per week, 
and yet not so; for the announcement of those in 
power notified us that Saturday time should be 
up at4o’clock, and thus we were to have that 
day but eight hours’ labor. In other words, 
fifty-three hours should be the extent of the 
week's labor, a cutting down of one hour 
from the enactment of the National body. 
Every employing printer (I refer to the union 
offices) felt outraged at this unreasonable de- 
mand. The Typothete was convened. In our 
councils it was decided that there should be 
a National protest against the encroachments of 
these ill-advised gentiemen. Our suggestions to 
this effect sent to New York, St. Louis, and Lou- 
isville were’ heartily approved at the outset, and 
the result is the convening of these delegates. 
Since the call for this convention was issued a 
meeting of those who rule in yy Posraph- 
ical circles proper has been held in Cin- 
cinnati, the nine-hour demand suspended. 
forthe time being. and a committee appointed 
from their body to meet a like committee from 
this convention for the purpose of conferring on 
the subject of the nine-hour rule. [The corre- 
spondence with the union was then read.]

BURIAL OF GEN. KILPATRICK. 


| His Remains Interred at West Point—Cere- 
monies at the Grave. 

New York, Oct. 18.—This morning the remains 
of the late Gen. Kilpatrick were removed from 
the Governor's room in the city-hall, escorted by 
the drum corps of the Second Zouaves and Kil- 
patrick Post, Grand Army of the Republic. The 
body was taken down Broadway to the Court- 
landt street ferry and thence to the West Shore 
Railroad for West Point. 

West Porr. N. X., Oct. 18.—The train bear- 
ing the remains of Gen. Kilpatrick arrived here 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon and was met at the 
station by a detachment of cavalry and several 
hundred people, including the officers and resi- 
derts of the post. The coffin was taken from 
the baggage-car by six soldiers and placed on a 

n-carriage 9938 in black and drawn by six 

lack horses. rs. Kilpatrick rode in a carriage 
with Gen. Sherman. The pall-bearers were: Gen. 
Alger, Gen. W.T. Jewett, John Loomis, Gen. John 
Hammond, ex-Senator Hobart, Gen. Slocum, 
Gens. McIntosh and Hasbrouck. There was a 
long wait at the station until the cadets. who 
were at dinner when the train arrived, had formed 
in ranks on the Er in front of the chapel. At 
2 o'clock the roll of a drum called the cadets out 
of the barracks and at the same time the cortége 
at the station began its march up the picturesque 
road leading to the plain. At the top of the hill 
the cadets were drawn up in line to receive it 
and fell in ahead of the remains, and the march 
tothe cemetery was takenup along the road 
skirting the plain. Past the chapel, the barracks, 
and the officers’ quarters the solemn procession 
made its way, andon along the mountain side 
and river bank to the pretty cemetery, a mile and 
a halt away. The procession was headed by the 
eight companies of cadets, marching with re- 
versed arms and headed by the West Point band. 
Next came the caisson bearing the remains, be- 
hind which was led a black horse draped in 
black velvet. Halfadozen carriages filled with 
the mourners had the next place in the line, and 
a long procession of men and women on foot 
brought up the rear. Over in the cemetery, in 
* Heroes’ Row, was a newly-made grave with a 
big pine box on one side of it and a hea 
covered with evergreens on the other side. About 
this grave gathered the throng, and the Depart- 
ment Commander of the New Jersey Grand 
Army of the Repnblic read a prayer. The sol- 
diers lifted the coffin into the box and lowered it 
into the grave. Father Burke of West Point 
then read the burial service of the Catholic 
Church. Three volleys fired over the grave by 
the battaiion of cadets concluded the cere- 
monies. The body of the General's first wife, 
which is interred in another plot in the ceme- 
tery, will be taken and be buried beside her hus- 
band. A gentie rain was falling when the cere- 
monies began, but it soon cleared, and the sun 
came out and made a perfect day. 


Minister Manning's Funeral. 

RLEANS, La. Oct. 18.—(Special.1—The 
remains of ex-Chief Justice Thomas C. Manning 
lay in state all yesterday in Christ Church. At 
10 o’clock this morning the funeral ceremonies 
were held. There were many beautiful floral 
tributes placed on the coffin. The obsequies 
were conducted by Bishop Galleher, a life- 
long friend of Judge Manning, assisted by 
the Rev. Mr. Sessurs, pastor of 
Church. At the conclusion of Bishop 
Galleher’s address there was prayer and then 
the remains were borne to the hearse. The fu- 
neral cortége wound its way out St. Charles 
street to Canal,and thence to the Metairie Ce me- 
tery, where, after concluding remarks and pray- 
ers Bishop Galleher, the remains were con- 
sign to the grave. Mrs. Manning and the 
surviving members of Judge Manning’s family 
were present, and a large numberof prominent 
citizens attended the services at the church and 
followed the body to the grave.

WANTS LIBERTY OR DEATH, 


An Indiana Murderer Prefers Hanging to 
the Penitentiary. 

VINCENNES, Ind., Oct. 18.—[Special.]~—Macey 
Warner is a convict in the penitentiary from 
this county for murder. Warner not long ago 
took offense at a man named Harrisin the peni- 
tentiary and cut his throat. This was his third 
murder.

For this 1 served five 
years at Michigan City. When released I was

and was sent to Vincennes to assist in shipping 
poultry. While there a saloonkeeper put me out 
of his house, followed me into the street, and 
struck me. I shot him dead, and was sent to the 
prison in this city for twenty-one years. Frank 

arris insulted me and I cut his throat with a 
shoe-knife. I do not want to go to the prison for 
life, and desire you to either acquit me or bring 
in a verdict of death.“ 


A Florida Politician Shot. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 18.—(Special.]—Col. 
William MacWilliams, a well known political 
agitator, was shot and killed at midnight last 
night, in this city, by George Bangs. Mac Williams 
had told nearly everybody he met that he intenc ed 
to kill Bangs at sight. The men met last night 
and MacWilliams had his pistol in his hand.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 18.—Since the mur- 
der of the Rev. Thomas P. Ryan, near Spencer, 
Roane County, this State, it has transpired that 
an organized band of regulators of over 
1.000 persons, farmers and others of 
Jackson, Roane, Kanawha, Clay, and Gilmer 
Counties, has existed for over six months. The 
organization was formed for the purpose of seit- 
protection against the organizea bands of rob- 
bers and murderers who have run 1 
localities of Jackson, Roane, and awha 
Counties, in which stores have been robbed and 
inoffensive people made to suffer. 
At 11 o’clock Thursday night last the 
door of the Rev. Mr. Ryan’s mountain home was 
crushed in and he was shot dead. The wife and 
a son took Ryan to an up-stairs room, after 
which the murderers, five, ransacked the lower 
part of the house, getting nothing, but overlook- 
ing some money near at hand. Strong circum- 
stantial evidence pointed to Charles Coon, George 
Duff Jr., Robert M. Duff, and Perry Drake, 
for whom warrants were issued. Drake was 
quietly arrested at his home. A constable 
and posse of about sixty went to the residence of 
George Duff Sr., in Kaintuck, Jackson motown 
where George Duff Jr. and Coon were quarte 
They had prepared for an assault, e 
troublesome times.

Should Mahone's efforts in Virginia be 
successful the Republicans could count with 
certainty upon carrying that State next year. 
Movements in ye are uncertain just 
now, but the drift in both those States is to- 
ward the Republicans. If they should be 
successful or even make considerable gains 
the effect upon next year’s contest would be 
almost incaiculable. I think we will at 
least make great gainsin both States. The 
reports from them are very encouragin 
and Jam told by those who have watche 
them closely that the Democrats are badly 
frightened. The result in Ohio and New 
York will have great effect upon the Re- 
publican nomination next year, and Eastern 
politicians appreciate it. If Foraker makes 
any considerable gain—say 5,000, which he is 
lixely to do the way things look—he will 
be a candidate for President and will control 
the Ohio delegation. That would mix things 
up — 

“New York, however, is the State that 
—— watching most closely. The 

publican leaders there believe we will 
carry it. Reports from all over the State are 
to the effect that all the old factions 
have been obliterated and that perfect har- 
mony prevails. If Fred Grant is elected the 
harmoaious feeling will continue, while his 
defeat would create greater divisions than 
ever. What I mean by defeat is a heavy 
majority against him. A mere nominal 
majority against him would leave things 
just as they are now, but a bad defeat 
would reopen old sores and cause each 
side to char the other with 
bad faith. Such divisions at this time would 
of course be a severe blow to the party, and 
for that reason ali sides seem to be pull- 
ing close together. Grant’s chances of elec- 
tion are promising. The Labor vote will cut 
heavily into the Democratic ranks and will 
much more than offset the Prohibition de- 
fection from the Republicans.

One?—Young Lee’s Preliminary Exam- 
ination Postponed and He Goes to Jail— 
Mr. Rawson's Condition Practically Un- 
changed. 

It is possible, now that the excitement at- 
tending the shooting of Mr. Rawson has died 
away, to appreciate something of the imme- 
diate causes that prompted Lee’s action. The 
immediate cause was at first naturally sup- 
posed to be the allegation of general adultery 
contained in the supplemental bil! filed last 
week by Rawson’s attorneys. This suppo- 
sition was only partially correct, although 
the bill played its part, and the shooting is 
properly attributable to another situation that 
was developed just previous to the assault. 
Naturally enough, a money settlement; was 
more or less discussed almost from the be- 
ginning of the litigation. Mrs. Rawson’s 
first figure at which a settlement could be 
made was in the neighborhood of $200,000. 
Mr. Rawson would not listen to any such 
sum as this, and the fight was recommenced 
with renewed vigor. By and by one of the 
attorneys for Mrs. Rawson, who is not now 
acting in the case. advanced the proposition 
that the case ought to be settled, and that 
he could settle it for $25,000 or $80,000. 
Rawson’s attorneys laughed at the idea open- 
ly, but privately mentioned it to Rawson. 
To their surprise he said he would pay the 
amount to shut off any further proceedings. 
His attorneys, however, made up their minds 
that the propositioh was made without any 
authority from Mrs. Rawson and paid no at- 
tention to it for a time. Later on it devel- 
oped that the amount was satisfactory to 
both parties, but Mrs. Rawson would not con- 
sent to the compromise for the reason that 
she would be required to practically admit 
the truth of Rawson’s charges as to her char- 
acter, which would leave her without any 
reputation except a decidedly bad one. 
After two or three special attorneys 
had tried to straighten out the tangle 
and effect a compromise on these conditions 
an ex-Alderman, who is at present the man- 
ager of a summer-resort not far from Chica- 
go, appeared in the röle of intermediary, with 
some sortof written authority from Mrs. 
Rawson. His scheme was to have the money 
put where Mrs. Rawson could be sure that 
she could get it in the course of time, the 
divorce proceedings to be indefinitly post- 
poned and the trial to be continued from time 
to time until next spring. Rawson, it will 
be remembered, left his wife before the suit 
for separate maintenance was begun, and by 
next spring she would be entitled to a di- 
vorce on the ground of desertion. She could 
in this way get the money and yet not 
admit Rawson’s allegations as to her 
character, the divorce having been obtained 
on the ground of desertion. This ingenious 
plan found favor for a time, though how fully 
the regular counsei on either side was in- 
formed of it does not appear. What caused 
it to fall through nobody seems to know, but 
it did, for last week Rawson’s attorneys filed 
the supplemental bili charging general 
adultery. Mrs. Rawson did not like the 
looks of the new move, and her attorneys 
served notice on the. other side that 
yesterday they would file a motion for a 
change of venue from Judge Shepard, on 
whose calendar the trial wes set for this 
term. The court would have had no option

WILLIAM RALPH LEE GOES TO JAIL. 


Hig Preliminary Examination Continued 
for One Week. 

At 9 o’clock yesterday morning young Lee 
was loaded into a patrol wagon at the West 
Lake Street Station in company with two 
burglars and several minor culprits and 
taken to the Desplaines Street Station. 
Justice Scully was on the bench, andJwhen 
Lee’s case was called the certificate of Dr. 
J. P. Ross was presented, showing that Mr. 
Rawson was yet in danger of dying from the 
effects of his wounds. 

Young Lee was neatly dressed and very 
cool and jaunty in appearance and deport- 
ment. When the Justice told him there was 
hope of Mr. Rawson recovering he made an 
exclamation of indifference. 

„Have you counsel?’’ the Justice asked. 

66 * N Honor,“ said he, I have em- 
ployed Gen. Stiles, but I see he is not her e.“ 

Well, you will not need a lawyer here, 
as there is nothing to do but continue the 
case.

„Of course you understand you must be 
heid without bail so long as Mr. Rawson is in 
danger of dying?”

He 
does not appear to understand the gravity of 
his situation, but acts like a man who is 
thoroughly enjoying his surroundings. 
Every word he utters is accompanied by a 
smile, and at times he indulges in a flippancy 
that can only result from inability to under- 
stand the seriousness of his crime.

“The best estimates,” said one man, place 
the number of people on the grounds at different 
times, exclusive of employés and soldiers, at 
nearly 200,000. The smallest estimate I have 
heard, among those posted, is 160,000. Now, I 
happen to know that the gate receipts won't ac- 
count for a quarter of those present.“ 

Others spoke in much the same way, and soon 
it was the general subject of conversation that 
there had been a steal at the gates.

Trouble in the Rivers. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The fact 
that Col. Mansfield has recommended that the 
Government take charge of all lights along the 
rivers and lakes has called attention to the serv- 


ice which Uncle Sam is giving navigators about 
Detroit. This is not only very bad, but is putting 
vesselmen to enormous cost and trouble, The 
Government lightship above Belle Isle has been 
80 out of position the last two weeks that ten 
boats have gone aground, occasioning a loss of 
over 8,00%. One big steamship is still 
aground. Six boats were aground Sept. 
19: Steam-barges J. C. Gilchrist, William H 
Wolf, William Edwards, and the latter's three 
consorts. For the whole season the number of 
boats aground has reached almost 100, while 
Capt. Westcott ＋ he had but two aground in 
the seven years t the Westcott lightship was 
there. Altogether the cost to these 100 boats is 
estimated to be over $50,000. One of the worst 
features of the trouble is that it is likely to 
have permanently obstructed the channel above 
Belle Isle. It never was very wide and dee 

and needed much care to saviante. But wit 

about 100 steam-barges across it this season. 
turning up the bottom in their efforts to get off, 
it is thought the channel has been seriously ob- 
structed with bars thus created. Capt, West- 
cotts thinks it will be difficult to locate any 
lightship hereafter so that navigation will be 
sufe, which amounts practically to saying that 
the Detroit River is becoming unnavigable.

SOME FACTS ABOUT MAKING BRICKS. 9 


Exercises of the National Brickmakers’ As- . 
sociation—Officers Elected. 

The second annual meeting of the National 
Brickmakers’ Association was opened yesterday 
afternoon at No. 206 La Salle street, with Presi- 
deut W. A. Eudaly of Cincinnati in the chair. 
The following officers were elected: President, 
D. W. Purington, Chicago; First Vice-President, 
C. J. Holman, Sargent Bluff, Ia.; Second Vice- 
President, George H. Smith, Haverstraw, N. V.: 
Third Vice-President, B. W. Blair, Cincinnati; 
Recording Secretary, A. C. Blaffer, New Or- 
leans, Corresponding Secretary, T. A. Randall, 
Indianapolis; Treasurer, R. C. Penfieid, Ohio. 
The retiring President introduced Mr. Purington 
with very eulogistic remarks. In taking the 
chair Mr. Purington said that he had been in sev- 
eral tight places in his life, but he could not re- 
member having felt more embarrassed than he 
did then, standing before the association while 
Mr. Eudaly had been expatiating on his good 
qualities. e spoke of the fire in 71, and said he 
wanted to call attention to the fact that where 
they were then meeting wusinthe heart of the 
burnt district. At that time the only thing whieh 
had survived the heat had been the brick, and 
that afterwards those same brick were used in 
rebuilding. He spoke of the bonanza 
for the brickmakers immediately follow- 
ing, and the subsequent depression 
in the price of brick during the panic, when brick 
could be bought for less than the cost of making. 
He thanked the members for the honor bestowed 
on him and hoped he would prove worthy of the 
trust. 

Each of the new officers in taking their places 
made short speeches. A paper was read by Mr. 
R. B. Morrison of Atlanta, Ga., on Brickmak- 
ing, Present and Prospective.” Mr. Morrison 
said that since the making of the first man out 
of clay the work of making different articles out 
of the same material had gone on, and that the 
work of ancient clayworkers was a marvel to 
modern historians. He then passed to colonial 
times and said that in those days we imported 
all of the brick we used for building purposes. 
Now there were over 5,000,000,000 brick made 
yearly in this country, and that over 200,000 
were employed in making and laying them. 
Twenty-five years ago, he said, all brick were 
made by hand; now over one-half are made by 
machinery. In these days if a manufacturer wants 
to compete with rivals he must have all of the 
modern improvements. 


RELIGIOUS BODIES IN SESSION. 


Eleventh Annual Congress of the Protestant 


Episcopal Church. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 18.—The eleventh an- 
nual session of the Congress of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the United States opened 
this morning at Christ Church in this city with 
the celebration of the Holy Communion. This 
was followed by a sermon by the Rt.-Rev. George 
William Peterkin, D. D., Bishop of West Vir- 


ginia. 
In the afternoon Bishop Dudley delivered his

dt rascals who would appoint three cunning 


aud corrupt persons as Commissioners under 


the law, whose principal duty thereafter 
would be to make places for rascally politi- 
owns and to lay plans for the wholesale rob- 
bery of the taxpayers. The administration 
of the law is under the direct control of the 
Judges. The Commissioners are appointed 
by them, and can be removed by them for 
cause. No person can be appointed a deputy 
without their sanction. For any extrava- 
gance or corruption they would be directly 
responsible. But we are in effect told that 
they are not to be trusted in a matter 
ot this kind. We intrust those same 
Judges with the administration of the law, 
with the trial of criminals, and with the de- 
tarmination of all civil disputes, but we must 
not trust them to appoint Jury Commission- 
ers. Eleven of them practically control the 
expenditures of the county government for 
salaries, for the Circuit Judges determine 
‘the number of employés allowed to each of 
the court clerks, the Sheriff, and the Coro- 
ner. Has experience shown that it is wise or 
pradent to let the County Board select the 
grand jurors to investigate the boodling of 
the members?

CLERGYMEN WHO NEED LEGAL COUNSEL. 

Bishop Merrill, the Rev. Mr. Foster, the 
Rev. Mr. Caldwell, Dr. Jutkins, and several 
other Methodist clergymen of Chicago who 
took an active part in the discussion of the 
prohibition question at their last Monday 
meeting are clearly in need of sound legal 
advice. Fortunately they are well situated 
in this respect. The Methodist Church of 
Chicago contains several able lawyers, and 
they would undoubtedly furnish the clérgy 
legal opinions on the liquor question without 
charge. The great need of such enlighten- 
ment is shown by the following excerpt from 
a report of the proceedings at the last session 
of the associated Methodist ministers of the 
city:

ing. It is perfectly well settled by the de- 

termination of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois that the common law of England as 
it existed prior to the fourth year of James I. 

prevaiis in this State except so far as it may 

have been repealed, amended, or modified by 

acts of the Legislature. The unwritten or 
common law as it exists in Illinois today is 

composed of customs, usages, and practices 
prevailing in England and having the sanc- 
tion of the British courts prior to the settle- 
mont of the United States. At common law 

traffic in liquor is absolutely free. Hence 

every so-called “license” law enacted in 

Illinois was so much of a restraint, restric- 

tion, or limitation on the common law right 
to sell liquor. It was beyond the power of 
legislation in this State to increase the free- 
dom of the liquor traffic. All that could be 
done was to hedge in, limit, and restrain. If 
the present license tax laws were re- 
pealed the original right of free traffic in 
liquor would be revived. The Supreme Court 
held, in an opinion rendered by Judge Dickey 
afew years ago, that liquor-selung was a 
common law right. If the Methodist clergy 
will fix these hard legal facts in mind they 
will see the absurdity ef their denunciations 
of laws. that interrupt the free sale of 
liquor, put heavy tax penalties on the traffic, 

and authorize every municipality to make 
the tax as heavy as it pieases, or to impose 
prohibition. 

Taxation is simply prohibition as far as it 
goes, and may be carried to the point of ab- 
solute prohibition. If statutes which limit 
the common law right of free sale and put 
the traffic in a greater or less degree under 
the ban of the law actually “deaden the 
public conscience,” it would seem that an in- 
crease of the penalties would stifie moral 
sensibilities still worse, and a prohibitory 
tax would utterly destroy the public con- 
science. Just the opposit is the experience. 
Taxation of the liquor traffic increases in se- 
verity just as the sentiment of a community 
is opposed to dramshops, and in many cases 
saloons are simply taxed out of existence, the 
law being ostensibly one of “ license,” but in 
fact one of prohibition. In truth so-called 
prohibitory laws do nothing more than put a 
money penalty on the traffic, the exaction be- 
ing collected in the form of a fine instead of 
a license fee. Why should it - deaden the 
public conscience“ to collect the penalty in 
one way rather than another? The claim 
that a reduction in the number of saloons in- 
creases the consumption of liquor hardiy 
merits serigus attention. If the Methodist 
clergymen have any statistics snowing a con- 
clusion so extraordinary they ought to give 
them to the public.

THE ENGLISH LABOR PROBLEM. 

The demonstrations of unemployed work- 
ingmen in Londou are growing to be annual 
events. Each year Trafalgar square wi 
nesses the same tumultuous gatherings, the 
same speeches of agitators, and the same 
menacing clamor, followed by the inevitable 
march upon the Lord Mayor’s office and the 
same hopeless demand for work; and each 
year the combined wisdom of English states- 
men and economists fails to find any prac- 
tical way of solving the problem angrily 
given them by the unemployed mob. 

The reasons are not far to seek. The pop- 
ulation of Great Britain (England, Scotland, 
and Wales) numbers about 30 millions, its 
area only 86,000 square miles, the equivalent 
of Indiana and Illinois, Scotland represent- 
ing the former and England the latter. Of 
the entire population 20 millions live in 
cities of over 5,000 people each, and 
only 10 millions on farms and in villages. 
The 20,000,000 urban population must subsist 
upon manufactures and foreign commerce 
for their living. This is equal to the entire 
urban population of France, Germany, and 
Austria in towns of over 5,000 inhabitants, 
with an aggregate population of 120 millions, 
occupying an area of 656,000 square miles.“ 
Thus with only one-fourth the inhabitants 
Great Britain has as large an urban popula- 
tion to support as these three nations, which 
“have an area nearly three times as large. 
The disparity arises from the fact that Ger- 
many, Austria, and France support the bulk 
of their inhabitants on the land. In France 
the peasant proprietary system is universal: 
in Germany and Austria it is quite general. 
The great majority of their people live on 
arms and are not dependent upon factory 
work fora living. They have, indeed, few 
large cities outside of Paris, Vienna, and 
Berlin. Austria has but one or two, and 
France and Germany but three or four each. 
They can take care of the most of their peo- 
ple upon the land. If the land in Great Brit- 
ain couid be divided up on the peasant pro-

THE ARCHITECTS’ CONVENTION. 

Of all the conventions which have com- 
bined to give Chicago its new name of Con- 
vention City, none, it is safe to say, have met 
here with so much interest in the city itself 
as the American Institute of Architects, 
whose twenty-first annual session begins this 
morning in the Art Institute. 

This is an old and conservative body. Its 
membership, scarcely exceeding 100, consists 
of men of eminence, many of whom visit 
Chicago for the first time; for the most of 
them are incredulous Orientals who have 
shared, in common with their neighbors, the 
conviction that nothing good in art can be 
found in the West. They come in the conde- 
scending belief that at the best Chicago is a 
huge mushroom, with all the pretensions of 
a metropolis, with all the deformity of a 
frontier town. A great surprise awaits their 
skepticism. Before they take their leave of us 
we shall expect words worthy of conversion 
and repentance. Without detracting from 
the excelience of building that has come to 
be so fine a feature of modern Philadelphia, 
of English Boston, of American New York 
as distinguished from her fast-disappearing 
Dutch landmarks, and without o’erstepping 
the bounds of propriety regarding herself, 
Chicage assures her distinguished guests 
that she possesses in her business centre and 
scattered throughout her residence parts 
proof abundant and diverse that her own ar- 
chitects are worthy of companionship in the 
highest ranks of their craft. 

Our visitors doubtless expected to find 
shallow walls decorated to excess with mere- 
tricious ornament; huge warehouses set out 
in Dolly-Varden revelry; bare elevations 
crowned with heterogeneous gewgaws, as 
when the humpbacked King cried: 


. . . thus I clothe my naked villany 
With odd old ends 


They anticipated pretentiousness and ig- 
norance, cheapness and gingerbread. They 
will find solidity enough for Gungeons; util- 
ity kept constantly in mind without complete 
sacrifice of the esthetic; and in homes 
where fancy instead of commerce is arbiter 
they will discover invention, variety, and 
beauty to an extent which will doubtless sur- 
prise the most tolerant of them. In the 
Auditorium, the Art Institute, the Stude- 
baker, the “Rookery’’—which is not at all 
suited for rooks—the Pullman, the Phenix, 
they will see an adaptation of means to ends 
not surpassed elsewhere. These are among 
the best tests of our architects’ technique; 
they are stronger than barons’ fortresses and 
are not meant to perish. 

It is true that we have some structures 
more ostentatious than superb; some more 


ness was contractor and illiteracy his archi- 
tect. We have every style of edifice in this 
marvel of the plains; Moorish in prismatic 
tiles on two of our avenues; Queen Anne 
run mad with little fixeries and foolish fur- 
belows; pseudo-renasvence and quasi-Eliza- 
bethan. We have Gothic and Vandal; Ro- 
manesque and grotesque; and, tyyjical of its 
unprecedented development, we have still 
the seclusive wooden cottage hiding itself 
beneath the shadows of some overpowering 
edifice to remind the traveler that a great 
conflagration still has witnesses to teil the 
pathetic tale of how quickly poor men rushed 
up shelter for homeless babes while embers 
glowed and before city fathers had the heart 
to pass a building ordinance forbidding the 
use of wood within the corporate limits. 
Before many years shall have passed these 
mementos of the most astounding event in 
our history will have disappeared. Mean- 
while they serve more than one purpose. 
They mark the evolution from the primitive 
in house structure among civilized races up | 
to the efflorescence in palaces for commerce. 
They emphasize the principle of pure democ- 
racy which, in our Western country, enables 
the poor man to have his roof-tree as long 
as he pleases under the eaves of the million- 
aire until the latter shall buy him out ata 
satisfactory figure. Perhaps, too, they fill 
many a mind with the tranquil happiness 
which Ruskin recalls from his childhood in 
Præterita.“ He brings to mind the hum- 
ble house in which he was born; how he 
gazed in reverent and healthy de- 
light of uncovetous admiration upon 
Warwick Castle; perceiving as soon as I 
could perceive any politicai truth at all that 
it was probably much happier to live in a 
small house and have Warwick Castle to be 
astonished at than tolive in Warwick Castle 
and have nothing to be astonished at.“ Our 
visitors may rest assured that the City of 
Chicago, notwithstanding sensational reports 
to the contrary, is of that fufther opinion 
which Ruskin expresses when he says, “ At 
all events, it would not make Brunswick 
Square” (his plam abode) “more pleasantly 
habitable to pull Warwick Castle down.”

and more beautifully; and, by the way, if 
any of our guests happen to enjoy the 
acquaintance of John Ruskin, they should 
remind him of still another and the 
final thought which he records in the 
same from which we have 
quoted. “Though I have kind invitations 
enough,” he writes, ‘sto visit Amer- 
ica; I could not even for a couple of months 
live in a country so miserable as to possess 
no castles. After a drive along the north 
shore towards Lincoln Park any one of them 
will be able to assure the greatest of teach- 
ers of modern art that he need not stay away 
from us for lack of a castle. 

With the practical objects of the archi- 
tects’ convention Chicago has the liveliest 
sympathy. It is hoped that the long-deferred 
unification of the various State and provin- 
cial organizations of architects may be con- 
summated to their common profit and the 
benefit of their entire country. The ques- 
tion of sanitation in buildings is quite 
as important as that of beauty. The 
topic, “ Theatres,” which will be elucidated 
by one of our architects, Mr. Adler, a man of 
large experience and ripe scholarship, is one 
in which the whole country is interested; 
and if holocausts are to occur hereafter upon 
the heads of the profession will lie the blame 
should they fail to stamp out the criminal 
stupidity by which in the past these gigantic 
crimes have been made possible. The paper 
that is to be read on Federal buildings will, 
it is to be hoped, supply props enough for 
holding their sides toge:her; and if the Fel- 
low of the Institute who is to enlighten the 
profession on opera-houses will only indicate 
how room may be had to display ladies’ trains 
as well as their coiffures he shall have a 
monument.

JUDGE TULEY AND THE GAS TRUST. 

The most important decision rendered in 
Chicago in a civil case for a long time came 
from Judge Tuley yesterday. Stockholder 
Addicks’ motion for an injunction against 
the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Company to 
prevent the mortgaging of its property for 
$10,000,000 in the interest of the Gas Trust 
was before him. Mr. Goudy, in behalf of the 
trust, fought the motion on the ground, pri- 
marily, that the original bill had been changed 
and on the general ground that the mortgage 
had been approved by all who were stock- 
holders at the time it was authorized. Judge 
Tuley allowed a postponement to give the de- 
fense time to prepare for the bili and argue 
against it as it stands amended, but in the 
same connection he is reported to have made 
use of the following language: 


The making of the mortgage and the issuance 
of the bonds to raise money he understood to 
be an ultra vires act, which it was beyond the 
power of the directors to do, and, if so, a stock- 

older had a right to file a bill seeking for an in- 
junction to prevent the issuance of any such 
mortgage for such a purpose, or to prevent 
the consummation of the act. So in that way 
the question of the standing of the complainant, 
whether he was acting in good or bad faith, could 
not be considered,and he believed the amend- 
ment should be allowed. The court could not 
say that Addicks became a purchaser in Septem- 
ber without the knowledge that the mortgage 
had actually been made, and the question of 
whether he was a speculative dealer could not be 
decided then, although more light might be 
thrown on this by a further hearing. The 
amendments showed that the mortgage had 
actually been issued, but it Was claimed the sale 
of bo had not been made in good faith. He 
would allow the amendment, but it could not be 
expected that the attorneys for the gas company 
were ready to answer at that time. 


Judge Tuley has the cheerful habit of ren- 
dering decisions which stand the test of ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the State, and 
when he says that the directors of the old 
company had no power to make the mortgage 
or issue the bonds the reasonable inference 
is that the pirate craft has at last struck a 
snag. Last year his brother of the bench, 
Judge Gary, stoutly upheld the vital point of 
the criminal law in its latest issue, and now 
it would seem that the civil law is to be 
upheld in the point most necessary to the 
protection of tlie public against the modern 
form of wholesale robbery. Equity, as 
the term implies, is the special reliance 
of the people in securing justice, and 
the prostitution of its forms and methods to 
the uses of monopolistic extortion is peculiar- 
ly dangerous. This Tuley decision calls a 
halt. Its logical application would be to the 
octopus of today what the Granger decision 
of a few years ago was to the special public 
peril of that day. Not only Chicago gas con- 
sumers but the country at large are directly 
concerned in the persistent and consistent 
maintenance of the Tuley doctrine of the 
limitations of corporate or directory author- 
ity to put burdens on the general public. 

Tue TrIscuneE republished yesterday from 
the New York Post a statement of the cam- 
paign assessments of Democratic candidates 
for office in that city, from which it appears 
that Judges are accustomed to chip into the 
boodle fund all the way from three to twenty 
thousand dollars apiece. No wonder the bench 
of that city has become notorious for sub- 
serviency to robbers who proceed under 
color of law. The bench affords peculiarly 
favorable opportunities for that sort of 
boodle operations. It is a matter of public 
congratulation that thus far Chicago has es- 
caped the infamy and peril of a boodle bench. 
All our Judges may not have been so fortu- 
nate as Judge ,Tuley in rendering decisions 
which stand the test of appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, but there is no reason to fear 
that any of them could be induced by corrup- 
tion to sustain the validity of action which 
was really ulira vires, no matter how many 
millions there might be in it. 


THE COST OF THE JURY COMMISSION LAW. 

Those provisions of the Jury Commission 
law on which the little mugwump organ 
founds its charges of anticipated extrava- 
gance are the following: 


The said Jury Commissioners shall have power, 
with the approval of the Judge or Judges, to ap- 
point a competent elector in each or any voting 

recinct or district, who shall be known as a 

eputy Jury Commissioner, and whose duty it 
shall be to furnish said Jury Commissioners 
from time to time, as required, a list of the qual- 
ified voters residing in said voting precinct or 
district, and such other information as may be 
required by said Jury Commissioners. ... 

In counties of the first class the compensation 
of said Jury Commissioners and deputies shall 
not exceed $10 each per annum, and in counties 
of the second class it shall not exceed $50 each 
per annum, and in counties of the third class it 
shall not be less than $500 each per annum. 


Counties of the third class are those hav- 
ing a population exceeding 100,000. Cook 
County is the only one of this class in the 
State. 

It was undoubtedly a blunder to insert 
the words and deputies”? in the second 
clause above quoted after the words Jury 
Commissioners.” But under the law as it 
stands a deputy, if appointed, would be en- 
titled to compensation at the rate of $500 per 
annum, or less than $1.50 per day for the 
time appointed. But, as before pointed out, 
all the deputies must be appointed with the 
approval of a majority of the twenty Judges of this 
county. It is not at all probable that ten 
Judges would under the circumstances sanc- 
tion the appointment of many deputies, or 
any more than was actually necessary. The 
Commissioners themselves would be obliged 
to secure such information as might be neces- 
sary, or their clerks, whose compensation is 
to be fixed by the County Board, could do so 
under their direction. It is not to be sup- 
posed that the Judges would deliberately pro- 
vide for or sanction any extravagance in the 
administration of this law. Not a single 
deputy may be appointed in ten years. 

The pretext of the mugwump organ that it 
is now opposing the law because its adoption 
would prove intolerably costly is ali humbug 
and used to deceive the voters. It hasa more 
sinister reason than that for taking sides 
with the toughs, jury-fixers, boodlers, monop- 
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admirable and most necessary measure. 
Chief Bailiff Cahill, who has had charge of 
the juries in the Circuit and Superior Courts 
for several. years, and who is probably the 
best posted man in Cook County as to the 
probable cost of tne Jury Commission, sub- 


mitted some figures on the subjectto the 


Finance Committee of the County Board 
some time ago, atthe request of Commis- 
sioner Hurd. Hesays the cost of the com- 
mission will not exceed 810,000 a year. His 
figures are: ' 
Three commissioners at $2,000. each... .... 
Two clerks at $1,500 each +. 
Stationery, postage, books 
Incidental expenses.

At the outside the cost will not exceed 
$12,000. The Commissioners, it must be un- 
derstood, are the appointees of the Judges 
and may be removed dy the Judges at any 
time for cause. They could be removed for 
extravagance for spending a twentieth part of 
the least sum named by the mugwump print 
as the cost of the commission. But the mug- 
wump print is not going to stop at trifles in 
carrying out its part of the compact into 
which it nas entered for the purpose of de- 
feating the law. 


ANARCHISTIC ROMANCING, 

Chicago people are evidently not well 
posted as to events of great pith and moment 
which are transpiring in their midst every 
day. Moreis known about these things in 
London. Thus at a Socialistic meeting heid 
in the British Capital Monday one of the ora- 
tors told a ghastly tale of the horrors of the 
Chicago dungeons in which the martyrs 
Lingg, Spies, Fischer, Engel, et al. have been 
confined and tortured by those brutal hire- 
lings,” the Irish-American policemen. The 
orator’s story ran thus: ö 


They — the condemned Anarchists) 
were imprisoned in what are called sweat-boxes 
—dark cells five feet high and four broad. To the 
walls and beds are attached galvanic batteries 
which are turned on at the will of the turnkey. 
The hapless prisoners can neither sleep nor rest. 
Through secret windows powerful many-colored 
lights are turned on suddenly and the prisoner

President of the Board. 

There seems to be some misapprehension as 
to the meaning and proper interpretation of 
the provision of the new County Board law for 
the election of a President of the board. A local 
politician is represented as having said Monday: 

Itis barely possible that the situation may 
take a turn that will lead to the selection ofa 
candidate for President of the board from among 
the city nominees for Commissioner. Thomas 
Brenan. has been nominated for President by 
both fragments of the Democratic party, and 
lives in the city. There is a possibility of his 
election, because a city man may get more votes 
than one from the country, and that would take 
the practical control of the board outof the 
hands of the — enter while. the responsi- 
bility would still remain with them. 

These remarks were made by some person who 
supposes that whoever is nominated for Presi- 
dent of the board can be voted foronlyin the 
country or city district in which he shall be sup- 
ported for Commissioner. This is not the case. 
The candidate for President of the board will be 
voted for all over the county. In adaition to 
voting for ten Commissioners in the city, every 
city voter may designate” on his ballot his 
preference for President of the board, who may 
be a country-district candidate for Commissioner 
oracity candidate, according to the choice of 
the voter. And so in the country towns the 
voter can vote for five Commissioners and he 
may in addition designate one of the five or one 
of the ten city candidates for President of the 
board. 

The party organizations will simplify the mat- 
ter. Mr. Brenan's name for President, for in- 
stance, will be printed on all the silk-stock- 
ing ’’ Democratic tickets that will be distributed 
in the city and in the country towns for President 
of the board, while the game of Mr. Aldrich or 
Senne, who may be the Republican nominee for 
President, will be printed on all the Republican 
tickets as the candidate for that office. The rea- 
son why the Republicans may prefer to select 
their candidate for President from the country 
districts is that such candidate is sure to he 
elected Commissioner, the country districts being 
Republican by two or three to one. In the city, 
on the other hand, the vote is closer, and there 
is not the same certainty of electing ail the ten 
candidates for Commissioner. It might turn out 
that a city candidate who received a plurality or 
a majority for President in the county at large 
would fail of election as Commissioner in the 
city. In that case he could not act as President 
of the board, for that officer must also be a Com- 
missioner. The Democrats would not think of 
selecting their candidate for President of the 
board from the country district; for, although 
such a candidate might by good luck and chance 
get a majority for President in the whole county, 
there is hardly a remote possibility of his being 
elected as Commissioner in his district, and not 
being a Commissioner he could not hold the office 
of President of the County Board. This matter 
has been frequently explained. It ought to be 
pretty well understood by this time.

The Country Is Using Ita Money in Com- 
merce and Industry. 
New York Herald: The country seems to 


go on prospering regardless of Wall street, 
to the great confusion of the street. Banks 
in New York, instead of receiving funds for 
speculative use here, are sending their money 
to the South and to the West, where it is 
needed to move crops, to carry on mercantile 
business, to buiid houses for multiplying 
people to live in, to pay hands and buy raw 
materials in factories, to construct railroads 
that are needed and some that are not, and 
to help develop cities and towns that have a 
— to grow and others that have only a 
m. 


Money goes where it makes the most. It 18 
comi here from abroad, and it is going 
hence into the interior. President Tappan of 
the Gallatin National Bank said yesterday to 
of this year the banks here lost $50,000,000 in 
of this year the ere lost n 
deposits. Between the latter date and Oct. 9 
the deposits increased $9,000,000, but the bulk 
of the increase came from the Treasury’s 
redemption of bonds.“ President Perkins 
of the Bank of America said: ‘Since 
the Government established reserve centres, 
such as Chicago, Kansas City, and St. 
Paul, New York has surrendered to those 
cities a portion of its mone — cm ency.“ 
Cashier Quinian of the Chemi ational 
Bank said: ‘“ Why should we receive money 
here when every dollar that the business- 
men of the South can lay their hands on is 
utilized in developing their section? We 
cannot let them bave too much money, and 
that is the reason it is frequently so tight 
with us. In spite of What is said about the 
waning power of New York as a money cen- 
tre every man of large enterprise in other 
parts of the country borrows of us, and I re- 
gard it as ‘a healthy sign of business—this 
seit-development.”’ 

All this seems to prove the substantial 
prosperity of the country. The money is in 
business at home and not in stocks for a 
turn. Stock speculation is left almost en- 
tirely to stock speculators on the spot. The 
transactions atthe New York Stock Ex- 
ch during the last week amounted to 
2,567,065 shares. Of this total 2,153,861 shares 
were the dealings in twelve stocks, leaving 
413,004 shares as the sales of the other 109 
stocks in which there were transactions. 
The operations are largely of local origin. 
A few stocks, as all know, monopolize at- 
tention and go up and down according to the 
temper of the crowds Peers to speculate 
in them, and often with very little reference 
to the real condition of the roads themselves 
or of the territory by which they are sup- 


ported. 

Wall street is left to itself by its mother, 
the country, and, like a child in loneliness, 
is unduly scared by anything really wrong, 
and in the absence of genuine danger imagines 
something to seare at. 

Nothing could have illustrated this better 
than the demoralization that was caused in 
the board Friday by a St. Louis newspaper 
man’s gloomy views, punctuated here and 
there with Mr. Depew’s words. The inter- 
view threw such a gloom over the country, 
as Wall street saw it, that a panic storm as 
great as that of 1873 seemed to many about 
to burst. There was really only a passin 
commotion, and the explanation is that Wal 
street did not see beyond itself. The coun- 
try was not there to be seen. In fact, its ab- 
sence is the shadow on Wall street, and that 
is the trouble.

pean Bankers Buying Reading—Other 
New York News. 

New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.]—Jay Gould 
and Russell Sage, as trustees of the consol- 
idated mortgage of the Kansas Pacific Rail- 
way Company, and as individuals, have been 
sued in the Supreme Court of this county by 
Adrian Stoop and Jan Otto Wiihelm Franz 
Reno on behalf of the holders of the con- 
solidated bonds. It is a big suit, and the 
plaintiffs, actung through their attorneys, ask 
that, to begin with, Messrs. Gould and Sage 
be held accountable to the bondholders 
for about $6,000,000. There is talk 
of criminal proceedings as well. This suit is 
an outgrowth of the investigation of the Pa- 
cific Railroad Commission. The plaintiffs 
pray for the removal of Gould. and Sage from 
their trusteeship of the consolidated mort- 
gage of the Kansas Pacifie Railway Compa- 
ny; that they be adjudged to account for the 
stock of the Union Pacific issued in exchunge 
for the stock of the Denver Pacific Rail- 
way & Telegraph Company taken 
from the trustee of the con- 
solidated mortgage of the Kansas 
Pacific Railway Company; that they account 
for all dividends on said stock, and for all 
premiums which they could have obtamed on 
the same, and all interest receivable upon the 
proceeds of said stock and its dividends and 
premiums, and allother increments for which 
they are equitably accountable as trustees, 
that proper persons be appointed in 
place of Gould and Sage as trustees 
under the deed of trust; that the court 
make order for ‘payment to the new trust- 
ees of any funds in the hands of 
the County Treasurer, the proceeds of 
any fine imposed on the defendants for 
breaches of trust; that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take possession of the trust funds 
and to administer the trust until the final de- 
cree in the suit and the appointment of new 
trustees; that pending the litigation Gould 
and Sage be enjoined from interfering with 
the trust; and tnat such other relief may be 
grantea as may be just. 

The nominal plaintiffs are two Western 
bankers. The hondholders are said to be 
very numerous and to be scattered through- 
out. Holland, Saxony, Westph Alsace, 
France, and the United States. e stock 
of the Union Pacific, procured by Gould and 
Sage fraudulently, as the plaintiffs allege, in 
exchange for the consolidated bonds, has 
since so increased in value that with inter- 
est, premiums, and dividends Gould and Sage 
are now accountable to the plaintiffs for the 
sum vt $6,000,000. 

IN WALL STREET. 

Another handsome rally marked the course 
of the stock market today. Operators 
shortof stocks appeared as liberai buyers, 
and some discouraged bulls plucked up new 
faith and made ready to help prices upward 
in stocks that have suffered the most in the 
recent widespread declines. Reading con- 
tinues the centre of bull and bear contests. 
One bull story that is widely circulated and 
generally believed represents the Rothschilds 
of London and Paris as owning 100,000 shares 
of Reading for a permanent investment.

A ＋ tary parade, which proved 
an imposing demonstration, formed at Broad and 
Spring Garden streets and marched to the mon- 
ument in the park, where the unveiling ceremo- 
nies took place. 

The procession was started at 1:30 p. m. and 
was under command of Col. James C. Biddle, 
who was a member of Gen. Meade’s military 
family during the war. In addition to the First 
Brigade, National Guards of Pennsylvania, there 
were in the line Grand Army posts from the de- 
partments of Pennsylvania, New York. New Jer- 
sey, Delaware, and Maryland, the Pennsylvania 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion, the Penn- 
sylvania Reserve Association, Union Veter.

Henry O. Havemeyer will 
probably become President of the trust, 
and John E. Searles, Treasurer of the 
Havemeyer & Elder Sugar Refining Company, 
is set down for General Manager of the new cor- 
poration. With a capital of $50,000,000 in stock 
and a bond issue of 618, 000, 000 the figures now 
given for the trust’s securities—it seems likely to 
be in no need of money. The works of the North 
River Sugar Refining Company and of the Oxnard 
Company were closed today temporarily to take 
stock and get at the capacity of the estaDlish- 
ments Pw to foing into the trust. Moller, 
Seirk Co., the astro Refining Company. 
Dick & Meyer, refiners, and the Fulton Refinin 
Company, all of New York and Brooklyn, an 
the Continental and Bay State Companies of 
Boston will close for the same purpose, it is re- 

rted, before the week is out. All the New 

rleans refiners are understood to have joined 
issues with the trust, and seve re- 
finers in Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
and other cities are expected to come into 
the agreement and pool eventually.

Whether 
the trust is likely to be run counter to the wishes 
of the importers is one of the things that the out- 
side public that isinterested in the sugar trade is 
discussing with much interest nowadays. Some 
of these outsiders are not possessed of the belief 
that the trust will have all smooth sailing. If 
the prices of the product go too a. say these 
objectors, the man who finds his grocery 
bill increasing will do his best to remedy the 
trouble, and enough of these men demanding of 
Con that the duty on foreign sugars be re- 
duced sufficiently to cut under trust prices will 
cause the combination a deal of trouble and 
anxiety. The big experiment will be given all 
the show it needs to prove its practicability. 

The men interested in this combination still 
maintain the same degree of secrecy that they 
did when the matter was first discussed, and ab- 
solutely decline to either admit or deny anything 
in connection with the trust. A sugar broker in 
speaking of thie matter today said: These 
men have worked and schemed in secret because 
they were afraid of publicity. Their secrecy will 
hurt them, for the general public will get the 
idea that their intentions are not for 
the benefit of the people, else they 
would not de afraid of publicity.

133. Itis a small essay, comprising about 
two of large type, and does not exceed 
in all 1,500 words. And yet 1 find hundreds 
ot instances in this short space where the ex- 
pressions in this essay are parallel in the 
plays. Let me give you a few ot the most 
striking examples. Bacon, arguing that men 
should be content to die, says:

fair yield, so the potato sharps say, are in the 
Eastern part of Nova Scotia, and on Cape 
Breton, and Prince Edward Island. 
Throughout New England the crop which 
was light at best is rotting fast. A great 
many acres, which would not pay for dig- 
ging, have been plowed under. 

New York State, according to reports, has 
a very uneven yield, with a serious shortage 
in the great potato counties of Washington, 
Monroe, and Ontario. Columbia County re- 
ported her crop almost a total failure. One 
man up there, it is said, got only four and a 
half bushels off one and @ quarter acres. 
One quarter of all the potatoes raised this 
year in Duchess County are in process of 
decay already. Up in Mr. Roscoe Conkling’s 
county there are very many thousand bushels 
less potatoes than the year before, and the 
shrewd farmers are holding them till prices 
have climbed. 

This big shortage all over the State will 
have a marked effect, it is thought, on the 
New York market. Oneida County alone 
usually sends 500,000 bushels of potatoes to 
this market, and Monroe County, which is 
et ogee 4 the greatest shipping county in the 

tate, ships 1,000,000 bushels in good years. 
All over the State the producers are holding 
back their crop for a raise, and sending out 
only those that are likely to spoil soon on 
their hands. This situation, says the potato 
bull, will be aggravated by the fact that in 
Southern New Engiand and in other sections 
as well, where the crop is almost nothing, 
farmers who usually raise small crops for 
their own use, with a small surplis perhaps 
fur local markets, will be obliged to buy for 
their own use. 

Reports from the West and South show a 
large sho too. Ohio has only half her 
usual crop, Michigan one-third, Llinois bad, 
many not worth digging. 

This state of things would lead to some- 
thing new in the potato market, the importa- 
tion of large quantities from foreign parts. 
When there is a poor crop here and a good one 


will allow of importation. Potatoes can be 
brought from Liverpool to New York for 18 
cents per bag of three bushels.

‘THE “TRUST” EXHAUSTS THE A- 


TIEN CE EVEN OF PROTECTIONISTS. 


Eleven of the Sugar Refineries of This 
Country Have an Aggregate Capital of 
$50,000,000 and Control Almost the 
Entire Consumption of Raw Sugar and 
Production of Refined Sugar in the 
United States—A Pointer for the Com- 
ing Congress. 


Philadelphia Telegraph (Rep.): That the 
present unequal, discriminating, complicated 
and often monopolistic tariff laws need to be 
revised the most casual reference to them 
will clearly demonstrate. Both the great 
political parties declared in their last Na- 
tional platform that these laws should be re- 
vised, and both pledged their faith to the 
country to revise them. The Republicans, 
had they had the power, would have done 
so faithfully. All legislation regarding the 
revenues of the Government must necessarily 
originate in the House of Representatives, 
which since 1884 and prior thereto has been 
controlled by the Democrats, they having 
had a large majority of the members. It had 
been in their power a long time before they 
made their pledge of 1884 to the country to 
revise the tariff without injury to either the 
invested capital or the labor of the people to 
keep their pledge. They not only made no 
effort to do it, but made persistent efforts to 
revise the revenue laws in accordance with a 
policy which would have destroyed the wel- 
fare of both capital ana labor—a policy which 
would have sweptaway capital and prevented 
labor from earning wages. The Republicans 
desired and pledged themselves to revise the 
tariff laws in such manner as to free them 
from their obscurities, their complications, 
their discriminating and monopolistic feat- 
ures; the Democrats, while promising the 
peopie revision in consideration of their sup- 
port at the polls, desired and tried to revise 
them in such manner as to cut the ground 
from under the foundations of our in- 
dustries, to make our ports free ports of 
entry, to bring the pauper-paid labor of all 

world in direct competition with the 
well-paid labor of America. The Republicans 
in Congress, assisted by a handfui of intel- 
ligent, patriotic, and honest Democrats, 
would not permit the tariff laws to be revised 
upon the free-trade plan; and between the 
inability of the Republicans to keep their 
plodge of revision and the refusal of the 
emocrats to keep theirs, there has been no 
revision, and the revenue laws are still a 
jumble of inconsistencies and complications 
and fruitful sources of the most offensive 
and oppressive monopolies. 

The latest of these monopolies takes the 

now altogether too common name of Trust,“ 


which is but another name for the most da- 


testable forms of monopoly. There are in 
the United States but fourteen sugar re- 
fineries. Of these eleven have an aggregate 
capital cf $50,000,000, and contro! almost the 
entire consumption of raw sugar and pro- 
duction of refined sugar in the United 
States.“ The committee appointed by the 
trust to manage it is to have full control of 
the production of refined sugar, so that it 
can always be regulated to the demand by 
running fullor closing or partially closing 
any reflnery,“ and the official report of the 
formation of this monopolistic trust states 
that the committee will have no difficulty 
in regulating the prices of refined to a pay- 
ing basis as compared with the market price 
of raw sugar’’—which means that the trust 
can, as it wills and elects, put up the price of 
refined sugar to any price that the cupidity 
of the majority of its members pleases. It 
is just such trusts and combinations as these 
which are filling the land with Socialists 
and creating labor’s antagorism to capital. 
Itis the representative of monopoly in its 
worst form, and, being that, it should be 
crushed out. There is but one way todo 
that, as the members of the trust cannot be 
made answerable to the criminal law for 
conspiracy to monopolize and put a fictitious 
price upon one of the essentials of living 
2 one of the most common articles o 


Congress, it is said, will certainly revise 
the Tariff laws at the approaching session. 
If it does the work wisely it can do no better 
thing, and it can make no better beginning 
than by repealing absolutely the tax on 
sugar. Congress should do this without the 
least compunction, as when the duty upon 
any article is used as a means to oppress the 
people it should be promptly removed, e

has been attacked by the friends of other 
protected industries, who have desired to 
sacrifice it in order to save themseives. In 
the fourteen firms employed in the retining of 
sugar in the United States there are not fifty 
rsons interested in it as capitalists; but, 
ew as they are, they have without exception 
grown enormously wealthy even with all the 
firms competing one with the other. They 
have prospered so exceedingly by reason of 
the duty on sugar that eleven of them are 
able to supply an aggregate capital of $50,000,- 
000 for the purposes of this trust. Not satis- 


fied with amassing colossai fortunes in ac-. 


cordance with the wholesome trade law of 
fair competition, they combine to eliminate 
all competition from the sugar trade and to 
substitute for it the law of monopoly. Con- 
ss, as the direct representative of the 
people, should not be for a moment in doubt 
about its duty in this matter, nor hesitate to 
do it unflinchingly; its duty is to make 
sugar, raw and refined, absolutely free. 

The question is one between 60,000,000 of 
peopie who are the consumers of sugar and 
the fifty who are the manufacturers of it. 
The moment that any duty is used to create 
an oppressive monopoly in any article of gen- 
eral use the duty should be removed even 
though it impoverish every member of the 
trust or mohopoly. The offense is not con- 
fined to compelling the people to pay unnec- 
essary and unjust tribute to a handful of 
capitahsts who have free and to spare 
fifty lid millions; it is that it breeds 
popular discontent, creates Anarchists and 
Socialists, arrays the poor against the rich, 
drives out of trade ail citizens of small capi- 
tal, centralizes all business in trusts and 
combinations, to the end of oppressing the 
people. There are many of these monopolies 
which exist only under sufferance of the 
tariff; and wherever a single one does 80 
exist it should be destroyed by the repeal of 
the duty the imposition of which gives it life. 


Senator Cullom and the Presidency. 
Talk about Senator Cullom as a Presidential 
candidate is again revived. The truth is that 
there was no man more prominently mentioned 
for the Republican nomination than he up to the 
time of che passage of the Inter-State Commerce 


bill. That measure, as it passed Congress and 
became a law, was a purely experimental one, 
and it is idle to deny that under it, as construed 
by the present Commissioners, it has benefited 
the railroads as much or more than it has the 
eople. But it established one great principle. 
is was, Government control over railroad 
rates. This 1s an advanced step in the direction 
of reform. But in the practical workings of the 
law we honestly believe that Mr. Cullom has 
suffered. We are also morally sure that the de- 
fects of the law have been made so clear that it 
will be amended in such shape that the ople 
will reap the benefits, instead of the railroads. 
When this time comes Mr. Cullom’s great serv- 
ices will be recognized and he will stand before 
the American people in his true light, as the fa- 
ther of the reform in inter-State commerce mar- 
ters. Senator Cullom is still a young man and 
can well afford to wait for even a tardy recogni- 
tion.—eoria /ranscript.

And One for a Parrot That Beats Them All, 
and Rests in a Woman's Parlor.

Its publishing of the Hughes-Hallett 
scandal was one of the most ical viola- 
tions of the rules which govern English news- 
papers concerning such matters, It was an 
odious scandal, and has been ae propenty of 
the clubs and the lobbies about*the House of 
Commons for the last two mon but there 
was not the slightest pros of the case 
ever appearing in court. disputes ut 
money had all been settled, but there was not 
the slightest possibility of any prosecution. 


The publication, therefore, has not been no- 
ticed in any way by any of the great ng 
papers. If the case should come into the 


courts then all of the papers will print full 
reports. When a scandalous case has 
reached the English courts the newspapers 
go further than we do, no matter how much 

dirt is brought out. The newspapers which 

have kept clean at other times daring the 

year do not hesitate then to publish, without, 
the slightest attempt at conceaiment or 

abridgment, matters which could not appear 

in our worst volice journals. 

The place where the great London morning. 
journals really compete isin the domain 
foreign correspondence. All the London. 
morning dailies have correspondents and 
offices at Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg, 
Vienna, and Rome. The Times —— 
ents have, perhaps, the highest social rank 
of any of the representatives of the Lon- 
don papers, but this is chiefly on account 
of the support given them by the great 
prestige of the Times, and the footing and 
the standing given to them by the paper it- 
self—for instance, the representative of the 
Times who is sent out upon an expedition is 
always a man of character and standing. 
Then he has an equipment which, in itself, 
adds to his prestige. If he is a wur corre- 
spondent, he has a staff of servants and 
horses equal to that of a General in the army. 
He has unlimited means at his disposal, and, 
if he does not secure the latest news, it is 
because he has no capacity in that direction.

the Times correspon ts often beaten 
out occasioning the slightest sense of dis- 


comfort to the journal which spends such 
great sums for news.

AMONG 
LACK OF HARMONY AMONG 
TRANSCONTINENTAL ROADS. 


The Canadian Pacific the Cause of It—Re- 
fusal of the Latter Road to Make Any 
Terms Whatever with Its Competitors 
—Light East-bound Freight Shipments— 
Complications in Western Freight Rates 
Still the Object of Great Solicitude. 


The meeting of the general officers of the vari- 
ous transcontinental roads, which was to have 


been held at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday 


morning, did not commence proceedings until 3 
o'clock’ p. m. on account of the inability of the 
officers of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé to 
be present before that time. Whenthe meeting 
was called to order all roads interested in the 
Pacific coast traffic were found to be repre- 
sented except the Texas Pacific and the Cana- 
dian Pacific. The reasons for the non-represen- 
tation of the former did not transpire, but tne 
absence of the Canadian Pacific officials is 
known to be due to their disinclination 
to join the other roads in an agreement for the 
maintenance of transcontinental rates. Great 
efforts had lately been made to induce the Cana- 
dian Pacific to attend this meeting and get it to 
work in harmony with the other roads, but it has 
80 y advantages over the others, because it 
is dot amenable to the provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce law, that it prefers to maintain 
an independent position. The refusal of the 
Canadian Pacific people was a great disappoint- 
ment to the other roads, which have cone to the 
conclusion that without the Canadian Pacific's 
codperation an association or an agreement for 
the maintenance of uniform rates would be of no 
avail, as the energetic competition of that 
roaa will have to be met. The other 
transcontinental lines could make an 
agreement to wage war jointly against the Cana- 
dian Pacific, and thus try to force it to terms, if 
harmonious relations existed between therm, but 
they are torn asunder by internal dissensions, 
and the feeli between the various roads is 80 
strained that there is not the least prospect of a 
combination. While they are all anxious to 
combine in order to vrevent a general demoral- 
ization in rates, yet their interests are so con- 
flicting and the competition between them so 
strong that the most sanguine have given up all 
hope of bringing about the adoption of an agree- 
ment by which uniform rates can be maintained. 
The Central Pacific (Southern feels 
very bitter towards the Union ific 
because the latter does the bulk of its Pacific 
coast business via the Oregon Short Line, and is 

tting ready to retaliate against that road. The 
Oregon & California, which is now being com- 

leted, will be used by the Southern and Central 

acific to get into the territory of the Union and 
Northern Pacific in Oregon, which is certain to 
result in a serious conflict between those roads 
independent of their conflict with the Canadian 
Pacific. The Missouri Pacific also will soon have 
its extensionjto Pueblo, Colo., completed and in 
connection with the Denver & Rio Grande and 
the Central Pacific will have a through line to 
California. This gives the Missouri Pacific two 
transcontinental routes—one direct via Pueblo 
and the other via the Texas Pacific & El Paso. 
Itis probably due to this fact that the Texas 
Pacifico was not represented atthe meeting yes- 
terday. 

A bitter feeling also exists between the South- 
ern Pacific and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé 
(Atiantic & Pacific) because the former con- 
tinues to cut the rates via its sunset route, which 

ses the ocean lines between New Orleans and 

ew York, and ig therefore able to make lower 
rates than the Santa Fé. It is considered impos- 
sible to harmonize those @pnflicting interests. 
So many through routes have been formed dur- 
ing the last few years that there is not enough 
business to go around, and consequently the lines 
that want any business will have to t for it. 

After a short session yesterday afternoon it 
was found that nothing could be done without 
some definit plan of action. It was there- 
fore decided to appoint a committee con- 
sisting of one — 1 — of each line 
in interest to consider whether an association 
can be formed or an agreement made which will 
make it possible to enforce the maintenance of 
uniform rates. The committee was in session 
until a late hour last evening. but at the time of 
adjournment nothing bad been accomplished, 
and the general opinion is that nothing’ can be 
done to prevent a serious war. 


Western Freight-Rate Complications. 
The meeting of the Western section of the 
Western and Northwestern Railway Freight 
Bureau reconvened at Chairman Faithorn’s of- 
fice yesterday morning. The committee ap- 
pointed to confer with the delegation ot. busi- 
ness-men from Lincoln, Neb., made a report. 


The Lincoln people at first insisted that the 
rates from Chicago and St. Lowis to Lincoln 
should be the same as to Council Bluffs and 


ficawon of that demand. This was still 
unsatisfactory to the officials,. who 
finally decided to make no ch at present in 


Lincoln rates, and the Lincoln delegation retired 
greatly di ed. 

After considerable discussion it was decided to 
make a reduction of 60 per cent in the rate on 
bard coal from Chicago to points in Nebraska. 
This is in accordance with a recent agreement 
made between the Nebraska railroads and the 
Railroad Commission of that State. It was also 
agreed to reduce the rate on gas coal from Chica- 
go to Omaha 22 cents per ton. 

There was a long and animated discussion over 
the recent action of the Chairman of the Joint 
Western Classification Committee in making a 
temporary ruling placing cotton piece goods 
from first class into third class. The 
opinion seemed to prevail that the heavy reduc- 
tion was not warranted by the circumstances, 
and it was finally decided to request the Chair- 
man of the Classification Committee to restore 
the classification of first class on cotton piece 
goods, The Chairman of the association was in- 
structed to take such measures as might be nec- 
essary to meet the competition of outside lines 
to all points by the establishment of commodity 
rates. As all the lines to St. Paul are making 
third-class rates on cotton piece goods, and a 
number of the lines will continue to make such 
rates to points in the territory of the West- 
ern Association, there is no probability that 
a first-class rate can be charged on such goods 
to Missouri River points or points east thereof. 
The only effect this action will have is that the 
Chairman will issue special tariffg on cotton 
— goods to meet the competition of outside 

ines, and the result will probably be still lower 
rates than if the ruling of the Chairman of the 
Classification Committee had been sustained. 
It is generally admitted that the association has 
outlived its usefulness and that the efforts con- 
tinually being made to bolster up its affairs are 
nothing more nor less than a farce. None of the 
roads live up to the agreement and each 
seems to be actuated by the only desire to secure 
an advantage over a .competitor. It is stated 
that no statistics have been submitted 
to the Chairman for some months past, and his 
principal work consists of the issuing of tariffs, 
which in most instances are ignored by the rail- 
roads, who make rates to suit themselves. It was 
freely predicted yesterday that, although the 
association refused to make rates th suit the 
Lincoln people, some of the roads at that point 
would before a week make all the contracts it 
can with che Lincoin merchants at their terms, 
and by the time the other roads find it out it will 
be too late for them secure a share of the 
business. 


East-Boand Freight Shipments Still Light. 

East-bound freight business continues quite 
light, and would be still lighter if it were not for 
the heavy cutting in export rates and the light 
cutting in inland rates. All the export business 
is still being taken at about 10 cents less than 
tariff, and during the last week or two consider- 
able cutting in inland rates is claimed to have 
been practiced by some of the roads. The cut on 
inland rates is said to be from three cents to five 
cents per 100 pounds. The Wabash, which is not 
a member of the Central Traffic Association, is 
saidto be doing most of the cutting, but it 
is known that some of the association 
roads are also shading the rates. This is 
not done by a direct cut in the rate 
but by taking off terminal and lighterage charges 
and giving the shippers the benefit thereof. 
The following statement shows the amount of 
fiour, grain, and provisions shipped from Chicago 
through to seaboard points by the various rail- 
road lines for the week ending last Saturday and 
also the percentages carried by each:

THE CROSSING ORDINANCE. 


Railroad Men Object to Its Mandatory 
Character. 

The Committee on Railroads failed of a quorum 
yesterday, Ald. Dixon and Wheeler alone being 
present. Several railroad men were present, 
among them being John Dunn of the [illinois 
Central, L. O. Goddard of the Burlington, Gen. 
Withrow of the Rock Island, George Williard of 
the Pennsylvania, W. B. Keep of the Northwest- 
ern, and Norman Williams of the Santa Fé. The 
railroad men were not ready to accept Ald. 
Clarke’s ordinance as an entirety. Mr. Withrow 
thought its phraseology was somewhat ambigu- 
ous. The ordinance was obscure as regarded 


crossing alleys, whether they were public cross- 
ings where gutes would have to be constructed, 
or Whether fences ceuld be built across them. 
The latter would amount to a practical yacation 
_of*the alley. He also theught there was no 
necessity for towers at ali street crossings, and 
that part of the ordinance requiring them to be 
built within six months would be burdensome to 
the companies. 

The serious objection to the whole ordinance, 
however, was that it is mandatory, and compels 
the companies to build these fences and gates 
whether they elect. to have rapid transit or not. 
If the ordinance left it optional with the roads 
to build the fences, etc., and enjoy the additional 
privileges, it would be far more acceptable. The 
committee adjourned until Friday afternoon, 
when representatives from ro are de- 
sired to be present. 

LOCATING THE COUNTY AGENT. 

Purchasing Agent Benham reported to the 
Committee on Public Service yesterday that the 
old County Agent's office on West Madison 
street was still vacant, as the landlord refused 
to take it off the county’s hands. He suggested 
that the price of rent be reduced to $60 per month 
in order to realize something out of it. Mr, Will- 
iams said the county would have to go back to 
the old system before the winter. in conse- 

uence of the present office being in the Court- 

ouse the entire building was becoming infested 
with vermin.

A NEW TRIAL FOR THE BOODLERS. 


Judge Jamieson Will Decide on the Matter 
This Morning. 

The argument on the motion for a new trial in 
the omnibus“ boodle case was resumed yester- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. before Judge Jamie- 
son. Mr. Sullivan made the closing argument in 
behalf of the boodlers, speaking until 12 o' clock. 
Judge Jamieson then adjourned court, announc- 
ing that he would render a decison at 
10 o’clock this morning. The general im- 
pression seems to be that, while Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Sullivan made able arguments, 
they raised no points which will make 
a new trial necessary. The boodlers apparently 
‘are of the same opinion, and their countenances 
were correspondingly glum. Mr, Sullivan first 
spoke of the importance of the testimony as to 
good character submitted on the trial, and criti- 
cised the instructions of the court in that its 
importance was not sufficiently called to the at- 
tention of the jury. On the ground that there 
were errors he read authorities to show how un- 
portant the Supreme Court regarded errors of 
all kinds, There was an unavoidable confusion 
in the minds of the jurors by reason of the faulty 
instructions and the fact that the State made 
election between two sections of the statute after 
the evidence was all in, The instructions erred in 
that there was nothing defining false pretense. 
Much evidence was improperly admitted for the 
reason that it related to one or two of the de- 
fendants only and fot to all, when the indict- 
ment was for conspiracy to defraud. Mr. Grin- 
nell had said with great satisfaction that there 
were no errors in the case. there were no er- 
rors anywhere else Mr. Grinnell put fatal errors 
into it in his closing argument, when by his lan- 
guage he called the attention of the jury the 

act that certain of che defendants did not take 
the stand in their own behalf and when he inti- 
mated that Wren had built livery stables to 
blackmail the owners of handsome residences, 
It had been charged in the community that Wren 
built stables next to such places and thereby 
compelled property-owners to buy the property, 
but it had nothing to do with the case and was 
entirely outside the evidence. Those errors were 
80 fatal that the verdict could not stand. In re- 
gard to the Klehm episode the defense were de- 
prived of the secrecy which should exist between 
counsel and client. 

The court—I dofnot understand that Klehm re- 
vealed the secrets of the defense. I understand 
that Klehm informed the State that the jury had 
been packed and named the men who would vote 
against conviction, and that the State then 
promised him leniency in return for the informa- 
tion. The couttel explicitly denied that any such 
plan Was made, ana that ends it. 

Mr. Sullivan argued against this statement of 
the Case and went on to make a special plea for 
Varnell, who, he said, was not a sworn officer. 
but an employé, a clerk, and at times no more 
than a messenger boy. The jury should have 
had their attention called in the instruc- 


tions to the fact that he had 
not committed perjury because he 
was not a sworn officer. He confidently 


expected the verdict to be set aside, if only upon 
the errors in Mr. Grinnell’s closing argument 
and the errors in the instructions. If taken to 
the higher court the verdict would undoubtedly 
be set aside.

Deadlock Between Sellers and Buyers of 
Wool. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 18.—San Antonio, 
which has been headquarters for sheepmen since 
Texas was annexed, is in a peck of trouble over 
her wool market. In the history of the city there 
has never been such a dead lack of buyers, for 
Boston, New York, Chicago, and St. Louis 
houses were badly bitten last spring by the 
heavy decline which set in subsequent to their 
payment of fancy prices, and their mén came 
down this fall determined to take wool at bedrock 
figures. The commission men were warned and 


formed a combine to let the staple go at only 
what they consider reasonably fair prices. The 


result has been a bar to any transac- 
tions whatever. Samples of the clip, 
which is unusually have been sent 


north, and telegrams received to hold off until 
the holders drop to the money offered. It is con- 
sequently impossible to tell when they will be 
lowered. Buyers are offering 12 cents for grades 
which went in the spring at 16 cents, and ware- 
housemen are holding for 15 cents. Wool began 
coming in six weeks ago, and has arrived steadily 
ever since. There are now here over 10,000 bags, 
or 3,000,000 pounds, not a lock of which has been 
sold. New Orleans refuses to take any of it at 
the figures offered, and St. Louisisin the same 
boat. Boston is expected to make a break before 
the end of the week, and purchasers say that un- 
der the present tariff and infamous system of 
classifications, admitting high grade foreign 
wools, they are not justified in paying large 
money, and will not do it if they leave the State 
without a pound placed to their credit. 


Tobacco Sold in Boston Sunday. 

BOsTON, Mass., Oct. 17.—The latest freak of the 
Sunday blue-law people is to try to stop mankind 
in this city from buying tobacco Sunday. Drug- 
gists insist that by virtue of their licenses they 
are allowed to sell tobacco in any form on any 
day of the week, inasmuch as it isadrug. The 
Cigar-Dealers’ Association, on the other hand, 
insists that if the pharmacists sell cigars they, 
too, must enjoy the same right. The association 
has instituted pr ngs against several drug- 

sts on the ground that they are violating the 

unday law. George Burwell, the Park street 
druggist, has been convicted on the charge 
and has appealed the case. After the decision 
the druggists at once called a meeting of their 
protective association, and it was decided to em- 
ploy counsel to defend any of the members who 
were arrested for Sunday sales. A fund is to be 
raised from the druggists throughout the State 
to pay all the necessary expenses, It was also 
decided, following the advice of their counsel, to 
continue their sales of cigars in defiance of the 
Cigar-Dealers’ Association. Druggist Burwell is 
still selling the weed Sundays, and says he 
means to so continue to do as long as pharma- 
cologists recognize tobacco as a drug.
